Threats of slowdowns by union 
workers forced a Tulsa (Okla.) 
contractor to maké a $28,000 
pay-off, Assistant United States 


Attorney Forrest Boecker 
charged today as final argu- 
ments began in the trial of five 
AFL business agents charged 
with violation of the federal 
anti-racketeering act. 


Pointing out that the defense 
had presented “three quarters 
of a ton” of records to show that 
rain and wind affected comple- 
tion of two pipeline jobs by the 
contractor, Boecker said the 
Government had proved that 
slowdowns, improper welding 
and other man-made factors had 
also caused the project to run 
on longer than necessary. 

Boecker said Oscar R. Burden, 
the contractor, faced a predica- 
ment comparable to that of hav- 
ing a gun stuck in his ribs when 
he decided to comply with the 
extortion demand. 

Reviews Testimony. 

He reviewed Burden’s testi- 
mony alleging that Lawrence 
Callanan, boss of the AFL 
Steamfitters’ Union, had _ sug- 
gested the pay-off at the rate of 
one-cent per lineal foot in May 
1952 at a conference preceding 
a pipeline construction project 
for the Sinclair Pipeline Co. 

Callanan was to receive the 
balance of $28,000 after leaders 
of three other crafts got $5000 
each, Boecker said. The other 
crafts named by Burden were 
the building laborers, hoisting 
engineers and teamsters. 

The Government had backed 
up this testimony, he said, by 
introducing false material in- 
voices sent to the contractor 
through dummy companies. The 
dummy firms were set up to cov- 
er up the pay-offs, he charged. 

Referring to the Washington 
Equipment Co., Washington, Mo., 
another firm allegedly used as a 
shakedown cover-up, Boecker 
said R. M. Secor, one of the 
defendants, had testified he re-

“This happens all the time,” he 
quoted police as saying.

Curtis identified the 
man as Frank Mitchell of To- 
ledo, O. 

Police Chief Robert Murray 
said later a “complete investi- 
gation” will be made and a spe- 
cial detail will be created to 
patrol the area where the attack 
occurred. 

“Every effort will be made to 
apprehend the juveniles,” Mur- 
ray said. 

Curtis said he was not hit by 
any of the rocks, but that Mitch- 
ell was hit on one leg. 

Curtis said he tried to help 
mitchell and the gang “started 
throwing rocks at us.” 

He showed the House a stone 
about the size of a large potato.

“IT never saw anything like 
this before in America,” Curtis 
told the House.

EXPRESSWAYS 
BOND PROPOSAL 
URGED IN COUNTY 


$2,500,000 Program for 
Right - of - Way Pur- 
chases Recommended 
by Matthews. 


Submission at “the earliest 
possible time” of a $2,500,000 
bond proposal to St. Louis coun- 
ty voters for purchase of rights- 
of-way for Mark Twain and 
Ozark expressways was urged 
yesterday by Supervisor Luman 
F. Matthews. 

In a statement to the County 
Council, .Matthews recalled that 


the Missouri Highway Depart- 
ment had emphasized it would 
not proceed with construction of 
these major arteries until the 
county provided funds for its 
one-half share of right-of-way 
cost. 

The supervisor did not recom- 
mend a specific date for sub- 
mission of the bond proposal, 
but said it was of the “greatest 
urgency” that immediate action 
be taken to permit early com- 
pletion of Mark Twain and 
Ozark, which will connect with 
St. Louis’s Third Street Inter- 
regional Highway on the north 
and south, respectively. 

Cost of Two Highways. 

The state has agreed to build 
a new Missouri river bridge near 
St. Charles for Mark Twain, at 
a cost of $14,000,000 including 
approaches, Matthews pointed 
out, and total cost of the two 
highways, to be paid from fed- 
eral and state funds, will be 
about $40,000,000, he added. 

“I believe that construction of 
these two highways will greatly 
relieve traffic congestion on 
many of the principal streets 
and traffic arteries into St. 
Louis county,” Matthews told 
the council. 

“Furthermore, their comple- 
tion will establish a traffic pat- 
tern for connecting north-south 
routes in the county. Continuous 
traffic engineering studies 
should be in progress during 
construction so that no time will 
be lost in construction of con- 
necting highways as funds are 
made available by the people.” 

An item for the right-of-way 
purchase was included in the 
$32,124,000 highway bond pro- 
posal rejected by voters last 
February. Plans for revision of 
the program and resubmission 
to voters next year are under 
study.

Plan Group OK’s Fire Alarm 


System Center in Forest Park 


Provision Calls for Conformity With ‘Other 
Elements’ in Area — 3 Sites 
Are Proposed.

UNIT TO MEET ON

Location of a city fire alarm 
building in Forest Park was ap- 
proved last night by the City 
Plan Commission, provided the 


structure is designed properly 
and would “not conflict with 
other elements in the park.” 

In line with these restrictions, 
the commission expressed seri- 
ous doubt about the suitability 
of the site proposed by Director 
of Public Safety Joseph P. Ses- 
tric and recommended three 
other locations within the park 
for his consideration. 

In another action on use of city 
parks, the plan body adopted a 
strongly-worded resolution de- 
claring its unalterable opposition 
“to any encroachment whatso- 
ever” upon any park for pur- 
poses other than recreation, with 
the exception of “municipal serv- 
ices vital to public health, safety 
and the general welfare of the 
entire community.” 

Seek Park Area Parking. 

The commission has reecived 
several requests in recent months 
for use of parks for off-street 
parking to serve commercial 
areas. In the most recent one, 
the North Kingshighway Busi- 
ness Alliance asked that the 
Kingshighway - Easton avenue 
corner of Sherman Park be de- 
voted to parking. 


William H. Coibion, city plan- 
ning director, told the commis- 
sion that the city would save 
$1,500,000 and would have a bet- 
ter system if the fire alarm build- 
ing is located in Forest Park. 
There are, he added, no other 
city-owned sites in the general 
area large enough. 

The saving, Coibion said, 
would result from the location 
of existing underground cables. 
If the building were outside the 
general area of Forest Park, he 
said, cables would have to be 
bunched more closely, making 
the system more vulnerable to 
disruption from sabotage or dis- 
aster. 

Recommended Sites. 

Sites recommended by the 
commission in the order in 
which they meet its restrictions 
are: 

1. Along the west slope of 


the old military installation, 
north of Oakland avenue, 
south of the Express Highway 
and just west of Kingshigh- 
way. 

2. South of the old mount- 
ed police station, now occu- 
pied by the Civilian Defense 
office. 

3. West of the Wabash Rail- 
road right-of-way, north of 
Audubon avenue. 

The site proposed by Sestric, 
north of Clayton avenue and 
west of Kingshighway, was 
viewed unfavorably by the com- 
mission because it would impair 
the beauty and utility of the 
rose garden immediately to the 
east and would add traffic to 
Clayton avenue and Jefferson 
drive, already heavily used. 

The proposed building, to re- 
place facilities on the fourth 
floor of City Hall, would be 80 
by 120 feet. 

The commission recommended 
approval of a request by Re- 
Pel-Mar (Marlo Coil) Co., Inc., 
for a permit to build an office 
and manufacturing plant _ at 
Blow street and South Grand 
boulevard. The request was the 
first under the community unit 
plan, embodied in the 1950 zon- 
ing ordinance. Under the plan 
permission can be given for non- 
conforming use of property. 

Detailed Proposal Needed. 
However, the applicant must 

submit a detailed proposal. This 
gives the city specific control 
over the use, unlike rezoning 
which subjects the applicant 
only to the general requirements 
of the new zone. 

Final action will be taken by 
the Board of Public Service fol- 
lowing a public hearing on the 
company’s request. 

The commission decided to ad- 
vise Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
to consider favorably selling the 
city-owned portion of old Ross 
Airport, off North Broadway, for 
industrial purposes.

Off Scramble to Get 


in Line. 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (UP) 
~Two federal agencies scram- 
bled today to get into line be- 
hind President Eisenhower in 
opposing a Government pension 
for Alger Hiss. 


The Budget Bureau and Civil 
Service Commission this week 
took issue with various bills 
aimed at denying retirement 
payments to Hiss and any other 
Government employe convicted 
of a felony involving the misuse 
of authority. 


Representative Kit Clardy 
(Rep.), Michigan, sponsor of one 
of the measures, said he was 
“shocked” and “boiling mad” at 
their stand since Hiss, a former 
State Department official, was 
convicted of perjury for deny- 
ing he passed secrets to the 
Communists. 

Eisenhower View. , 

The White House announced 
Jate yesterday that Mr, Eisen- 
hower feels Hiss should not re- 
ceive a federal pension, that all 
Government agencies should fol- 
low the Army retirement plan 
under which pensions are paid 
‘only for honorable service. 

The bureau and commission 
promptly issued statements de- 
claring they, too, are not op- 
posed to denying pension pay- 
ments to Hiss or other felons— 
as long as it is “under a valid 
statute” or legislation that is 
constitutional.” 

Representative Albert W. Cre- 


tella (Rep.), Connecticut, chair- 
man of a civil service subcom- 
mittee, said his group will ap- 
prove’ some measure stripping 
felons of pension rights since 
there is “overwhelming senti- 
ment that traitors to their gov- 
ernment shall not profit at its 
expense.” 

Clardy said reporters were 
“perfectly justified” in assum- 
ing the: Administration opposed 
the legislation when the two 
agencies raised objections to it 
in testimony before Cretella’s 
subcommittee. 

Blames Democrats. 

He charged in an interview 
today that the mix-up was 
“planned deliberately” by Dem- 
ocratic holdover “to embarrass 
the President.” He said the tes- 
timony had not been cleared 
with the White House as it 
should have been. 

Actually, however, the testi- 
mony was underwritten by budg- 
et director Rowland R. Hughes 
and Civil Service Commission 
Chairman Philip Young, G.O.P. 
appointees.

The Budget Bureau sent a 
letter to the House Civil Service 
Committee, directed specifically 
only to a bill by Representative 
Hosmer (Rep.), California, which 
would deny a pension to any 
federal employe “who has in the 
past or may in the future” be 
convicted of a felony involving 
moral turpitude.

450 CONVICTS 
ROT AT PONTIAC 
PRISON, ONE DEAD 


Two-Hour Disturbance 
Quelled by - Guards 
With Tear Gas— 


Little Damage Done.

| PONTIAC, Il, June 24 (AP)— 
A convict was killed last night 


'when 450 prisoners at the Pon- 
tiac state penitentiary rioted for 
‘two hours until quited with tear 
gas. 

Edwin Jenkins, 21 years old, 
of Chicago, was fatally wounded 
in the back of the head. Vernon 
von Qualen, Livingston county 
coroner, said a preliminary au- 
topsy report showed Jenkins was 
killed by a “high speed pro- 
jectile.” Prison officials said 
guards used only tear gas, how- 
ever, and there was no explana- 
tion immediately of how Jen- 
kins was struck in such a man- 
ner, 


Damage was limited to sever- 
al broken windows and a few 
minor fires which had been set 
in trash cans. Pontiac (with 1500 
inmates), is the state’s second 
largest prison. 

Twenty convicts were held in 
solitary confinement today and 
all other inmates were kept in 
their cells during investigation 
of the riot. 

Joseph D. Bibb, state director 
of public safety, two assistant 
attorneys general and James E, 
Dennel, superintendent of state 
prisons, are seeking a motive for 
the riot in ‘an_ investigation 
was began early today. 


Warden Daniel E. Bergan said 
ithe demonstration began in the 
west cell block as the prisoners 
were being returned to their 
cells after supper. 

“They started rioting as they 


‘up and were in their solitary 
‘cells during last night’s riot. 


filed into the cell block,” said 
Bergan. The cell block houses 
600 convicts. 

Bergan said most of the men 
were in the block when the riot- 


ing started but “about 150 re- 
fused to enter and were taken to 
the dining room.” 

“We notified the men to file 
out quickly or they would be 
gassed,” said the warden. “We 
waited and when they made no 
sign to come out, we lobbed in 
some tear gas shells.” 

More than 100 prisoners came 
out coughing and choking. 

Bergan said the second wave 
of gas brought out all but about 
50 of the men. § 

“Another firing of gas, and 
then some of the guards, wear- 
ing gas masks, entered the block 
and brought out the last of the 
prisoners.” 

Jenkins was found lying dead 
on the floor. He had served two 
years of a 5-to-14-year sentence 
for assault and robbery. 

Bergan said he believed the 
disorder was a result of a minor 
disturbance Tuesday night when 
three prisoners being taken to 
solitary confinement broke away 
from guards. Bergan said the 
three men were quickly rounded

For the Communists this rep- 
resents an increase of about 
45,000 men over a year ago. 
Also the Communists have bene- 
fited by enormous grants of 


equipment from the Chinese.

Communist capabilities is that 
they now have heavy artillery,

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Plan for Integration 


The St. Louis Board of Education’s schedule 
for eliminating racial segregation in the public 
school system here is a clear and orderly blue- 
print. It requires that the process of bringing 
the schools into harmony with the United 
States Supreme Court’s recent decision be begun 
this fall and be completed a year later. 

Thus by September 1955 full, equal and im- 
partial use of the city’s public school facilities 
will at last be the right of every child. That will 
be a gain not only for the children but for the 
whole community. The only question that arises 
is whether it is necessary to wait that long to 
achieve fully this most desirable end. In our 
opinion, the answer is No. 

The School Board acknowledges that it would 
be possible to end segregation by this Septem- 
ber, Why then did it hesitate? For one thing 
it seemed to feel that the administrative prob- 
lems—the drawing of new school boundary lines, 
student and teacher assignments and the mov- 
ing of supplies—presented a steep hurdle.

No one will deny that this may be so. But 
surely\ the ‘administrators at 911 Locust have 
not been sitting idly by for the last few months. 
What has happened to the plans for integra- 
tion that we were led to believe were ready and 
waiting? Even if those in charge of the plan- 
ning must start almost from scratch, is not the 
whole summer time enough to button up the 
administrative details? 

The board also believes it requires a breather 
in order to establish new regulations and poli- 
cies, and to explain and clarify them for 
parents. And it fears that parents and pupils 
might be confused by a sudden revision of 
boundary lines, especially since it is impossible 
to establish “direct communication with parents 
and 90,000 children before the students are back 
in the schools.” 

Undoubtedly there is some validity in these 
reservations, Even so, they hardly seem to pre- 
sent insurmountable problems. The board has 
two months to draw its regulations and to make 
them clear to all. True, the fact the schools will 
be closed then will make it impossible to speak 
directly to pupils and parents through normal 
channels. 

But surely it will not be necessary to reach 
every one of them. In many school districts 
there will be little or no change in the normal 
pattern simply because they are located in 
neighborhoods populated exclusively by mem- 
bers of a single race. That could considerably 
simplify the problem of communication.

As time goes by, as summer slips into fall 
and fall into winter, it may occur to the board 
and its professional administrators that the in- 
tegration process may be speeded up. Let us 
hope so. A few or several elementary schools 
might be integrated along with the high schools 
at the start of the second semester. Segregation 
does violence to the democratic concept and the 
sooner it is eliminated the better. 

The integration process will begin this Sep- 
tember at Harris and Stowe Teachers’ Colleges 
and the special schools for handicapped children. 
Between now and then the board should strong- 
ly consider the integration of the two technical 
high schools, Hadley and Washington Technical, 
rather than waiting until a year later. This 
could serve as a valuable pilot program for 
integration of the other high schools, scheduled 
for next February. 

Finally, let it be clear, that the School 
Board's prompt announcement of a program de- 
serves the commendation of the community. 
The board conceivably could have sat back and 
waited until the Supreme Court said its final 
word in this matter, and that might not have 
been for perhaps another year. 

The chief reservation that many people may 
feel goes to the long wait before full integration 
in accordance with the law of the land, 
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Keep Out Sign for Russia 

The United States Senate is considering a 
resolution to warn Soviet Russia against con- 
tinuing what Russia has already committed — 
interference in the Western Hemisphere. 

This is one resolution on which all Senators 
may agree. It was introduced by Senator John- 
son of Texas, the Democratic leader. The Repub- 
lican leader, Senator Knowland of California, 
warmly supported it. And Senator Wiley of Wis- 
consin, head of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, encouraged the move. 

Russia’s game is plain enough. It seeks to use 
the United Nations as a propaganda base, with 
no blush for hypocrisy, in accusing the United 
States of intervening in Guatemala where Com- 
munist power had already intervened and pen- 
etrated. 

Against this scheme the United States is on 
sure ground in insisting that the Organization of 
American States consider Guatemala’s case. 
O.A.S. is a regional agency within the frame- 
work of the U.N. charter. Guatemala is first of 
all a regional problem. And the Security Council 
showed it thought so when it voted 10 to 1, with 
Russia casting its solitary and sixtieth veto, to 
refer the issue to the O.AS. * 

In this contest for opinion Washington's prob- 
lem has two sides: One is to answer charges of 
American intervention with a clear statement 
that the United States will act in concert with 
its sister republics and through the O.A.S. The 
other is the Senate resolution, a clear sign in 
keeping with the Monroe Doctrine and reading: 
Russia, Keep Out. ° 
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An Ocean to Cross 

Anthony Eden’s address to the House of 
Commons shows that Britain and the United 
States still have an ocean to cross to agree on 
a Southeast Asian alliance. The agreement is 
waiting on the visit of Eden and his Prime 
Minister, Winston Churchill, to Washington on 
Friday. 

Mr. Eden suggested to the Commons that any 
Asian alliance includes not only a defensive ar- 
rangement, as proposed by Secretary of State 
Dulles, but non-aggression pacts with the Com- 
munists, which Mr. Dulles certainly never pro 
posed. And since no alliance can be highly effec- 
tive, without the support of Britain and her 
dominions, the State Department is compelled 
to consider what Mr. Eden says. 

He says, for one thing, that Britain never was 
interested—as the United States once seemed 
to be—in intervening actively in the Indochina 
war. The British Foreign Secretary pointed out 
that air action alone would have been ineffective. 
Any larger intervention, he said, might have 
destroyed chances for peace or even have led 
to a general war in Asia. 

American public opinion has shown no dis- 
position to get into the Indochina war, and the 
difficulties which Mr. Eden mentioned still 
stand. The war is a war to stay out of. The 


Southeast Asian alliance remains for the future. 
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It will have to be based on a meeting of minds 
between the two traditional allies, America and 
Britain, and the two old friends, President Eis- 
enhower and Mr, Churchill. 
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Pass the 3-Year Trade Bill! 


Almost one-fourth of the Senate—23 mem- 
bers to be exact—have banded together to give 
President Eisenhower what he wanted last spring 
in the way of a law to expand world trade. This 
effort of the 23 Senators is in ‘fullfilment of the 
Administration’s slogan: “Trade Not Aid.” 

Senator Gore of Tennessee, leader of the 22 
Democrats and Senator Morse, Oregon Inde- 
pendent, who make up the band, actually used 
as the basis for the appeal to the Senate, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's own message to Congress, 
March 30. 

Yet the Republican leadership is opposed to 
the move of the 23 Senators to vote the trade 
program the President asked for. They say that 
if it is voted in the Senate, the House may kill 
the reciprocal trade program as it has existed 
for 20 years. 

That is to suggest that Speaker Martin and 
Floor Leader Halleck, who have supported Pres- 
ident Eisenhower better than the Senate leader- 
ship, would either turn against the President or 
could not get a three-year extension of the trade 
law through the House. What a comment on 
the House support for the President who won 
by the greatest vote in history! 

The Senate should vote what it believes is 
best. There is no reason whatever to use possi- 
ble rejection in the House as an excuse for 
failure. The time to cross the bridge .in“the 
House is when we come to it. | 
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A Bag Full of Cold Water 

A presidential request to the Congress for 
funds to be used in maintaining “public order” 
during the American Legion convention in 
Washington has wounded the pride of a top 
Legion official. It implies, says Harold J. Jacobi, 
that Legionnaires are disorderly when attend- 
ing their annual convocations. It suggests further 
that the District of Columbia police may require 
them to behave like adults. 

Evidently the District authorities are no longer 
able to make fine or even rough distinctions. 
They seem to think there is something disorderly 
in dropping paper bags full of water from ten- 
story buildings, building bonfires in the streets, 
scaring old ladies with electric buzzers or stop- 
ping all traffic at a main intersection while 
somebody walking on his hands crosses the 
street, Just because that sort of thing would be 
considered a nuisance in December is no reason 
for annoyance in September. Washingtonians 
seem to be getting pretty stuffy, or maybe it’s 
just some more of that bureaucratic dopiness 
we've heard so much about. 

In any case if the nation’s big cities start 
getting persnickety about making the boys act 
like they would at home, the Legion may de- 
cide to hold its conventions in the salt flats of 
Nevada. Come to think of it, that’s not a bad 
idea. 
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End of a Home Research Agency 

The Division of Housing Research, a govern- 
ment agency founded in 1950 and devoted to 
finding ways of building better houses at cheap- 
er prices, folded up last month. It was the victim 
of congressional economy and private industry 
and died for lack of funds. 

The fears of its enemies that it would turn 
into a propaganda mill for public housing never 
did materialize. Nor did it find reasons for tough 
and unnecessary restrictions that would penalize 
the efficient builder and manufacturer. It did 
develop a system of roof supports that saved an 
estimated $250 per house, sparked adoption of a 
national plumbing code saving thousands of tons 
of scarce materials, launched research projects 
in universities and private organizations and 
made economic surveys that gave builders a bet- 
ter idea of what their customers wanted. 

It had a short life but a useful one and its 
former chief, Joseph H. Orendorff, deserves 
credit for the part he and his agency played in 
improving community living.

Representative Price 
points out that FDIC was smeared with the 
term “socialism” when it was enacted—but then 
so were social security, and TVA, and other 
products of Franklin D. Roosevelt's New Deal 
which are part of the warp and weft of the 
nation today. 

Contrast that dark picture of hundreds of 
banks failing, depositors impoverished, the sol- 
vency of such basic businesses as railroads and 
insurance companies threatened — contrast it 
with the picture now. Only ene bank failed last 
year in the United States, and that was not an 
FDIC-insured bank, Representative Price reports. 
The last failure of an FDIC-insured bank oc- 
curred 10 years ago. 

Had enough of the New Deal FDIC? The an- 
swer on all sides, from conservatives as well as 
liberals, Republicans as well as Democrats, is a 
resounding No. '

How Industry Faces Defense 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Several big firms have blueprinted plans for recovery in case 
of air assault, but much has yet to be done in disaster planning; 
big problem is dispersal of factories; Government is considering 
tax and contract schemes to make industrial plants spread out.

WASHINGTON. 

In a former sanitarium some 30 miles 
outside of New York City, Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey maintains accommo- 
dations for 65 top executives and their 
staffs. Kitchens are stocked with about 
two weeks’ supply of food. A caterer 
regularly replaces perishable items. 


This is Standard of New Jersey’s se- 
cret “command post,” for temporary 
use if the company’s headquarters in 
New York’s Rockefeller Center is 
knocked out by an atomic bomb. 

Another big firm, American Machine 
& Foundry Co., with plants scattered 
around the country, has established an 
alternate G.H.Q. in a “Southern city” in 
case its New York home office should 
be atomized. 


This sort of disaster planning is still 
a rarity in United States industry. Only 
a handful of companies have such elab- 
orate plans against atomic attack and 
most of them are reluctant to discuss 
details. Among firms that have invested 
time and money in some sort of A-bomb 
defense, federal experts list J. S. Steel, 
General Electric, Westinghouse Electric, 
U. S. Pipe and Foundry, American Type 
Founders, Budd Co., and Koppers Co. 


But Government officials whose job 
it is to promote industrial defense pre- 
dict disaster plans will become an im- 
portant budget item for a lot more 
United States firms in the months 
ahead. They say they’ve detected a 
quickening concern recently over the 
problem of how to protect “corporate 
interests”. in the atomic age. One big 
factor: Public disclosures of the awe- 
some power of the H-bomb. 


Too Many Choice Targets 


The Office of Defense Mobilization, 
the agency in charge of all mobilization 
planning, has now directed the Business 
and Defense Services Administration, 
an arm of the Commerce Department, 
to prod industry leaders into faster ac- 
tion on company defense schemes. 

Right now, it’s admitted that the vast 
bulk of United States industry is al- 
most completely unprepared for an 
atomic attack. What’s more, heavy, in- 
dustrial concentrations offer enemy 
bombers choice targets. 

Official figures on this are necessar- 
ily secret. But unofficially, federal men 
offer estimates that about 80 per cent 
of the United States electronics indus- 
try, for example, is centered in five 
“target areas’—San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, Chicago, New York and Balti- 
more. As for steel, the same unofficial 
estimates suggest that 10 of the latest 
H-bombs might destroy as much as 75 
per cent of total United States capacity 
if dropped in areas where steel mills 
are heavily concentrated. 

The best defense for these concentra- 


trations, of course, would be to place 
them underground, or disperse them 
widely in remote areas. But officials 
confess such moves are ‘completely 
impractical” on a large scale. The ex- 
pense would be staggering, to begin 
with. Nor could the Government force 
steel companies to pick up and move 
to areas where labor would be scarce 
and transportation difficult. Cities, too, 
would protect the departure of revenue- 
producing businesses. 7 


But the Government can and does 
exert some influence on where new 
plants are built. ODM for seme time 
has been using fast tax write-offs as a 
lure to get business to establish plants 
away from congested areas. The mo- 
bilizers did this by making plant loca- 
tion one of the criteria for judging 
whether a company qualifies for rapid 
tax amortization. 


Incentives for Dispersal 


Federal figures indicate the fast tax 
write-off incentive may have prompted 
some dispersal. During 1953, for ex- 
ample, 215 plants costing $1,700,000,000 
settled at least 10 miles away from the 
outskirts of “target areas,” thus meeting 
specifications of federal defense au- 
thorities. These firms accounted for 
about 78 per cent of the $2,200,000,000 
of plant construction and expansion 
covered by tax write-offs last year. 


Of course, economic pressure may 
have been equally responsible; many 
business men prefer out-of-town areas 
because of lower taxes, cheaper land 
costs, additional parking space and 
sometimes easier access to rail or high- 
way transportation. 

Federal officials are mulling other 
incentives to get industry better pre- 
pared for an atom attack. One possi- 
bility is that the Government will alter 
its rules for letting defense contracts 
so that “dispersed” industries would 
get the nod—even though the cost was 
higher—over producers in highly con- 
centrated areas. 


Up to Private Business 


The planners are also thinking about 
the possibility of the United States pick- 
ing up the tab for part of the cost of 
moving “extremely vital” companies out 
of concentrated areas. Officials say 
this is only “a possibility” and that 
“many problems would arise” if it were 
proposed—not the least of which is an 
economy-minded Administration. 


But chiefly, the federal men are 
counting on private industry preparing 
itself for a possible A-day, in the man- 
ner of the Koppers Co. and others. They 
argue that disaster plans are simply 
sound business practice in the era of 
super-bombs.

The world’s wealthiest country and 
the world’s greatest democracy—a state 
whose very existence rests on public 
enlightenment—should be able to keep 
its leading library in full operation dur- 
ing evenings and on weekends, which 
are the only times that many citizens 
have for study. 

With scholars from all over the na- 
tion and many foreign countries using 
the Library’s unequaled 9,500,000-book 
collection, the Government should at 
least encourage their efforts.

The ‘First British Empire’ 


BRITISH POLITICS AND THE AMERICAN REVO. 
LUTION, by Charles R. Ritcheson. (University 
of Oklahoma Press, 320 pgs., $4.) 
Most Americans are at least vaguely 

aware that there were British statesmen 

at the time of the American Revolution 
whose sympathies were with the rebele 
lious colonists. But probably few realize 
how the American question caused the 
political pot to boil back in the mother 
country. In the confused jumble of per- 
sonal loyalties and aristocratic factions 
that made up the eighteenth century 

British Parliament, 

thirteen colonies and their relations with 

the home government caused new align 

ments to form, and something like a 

foreshadowing of the modern British: 

Edmund 

Burke, Charles James Fox and the rest, 

while fighting for a more lenient ap- 

proach to the king’s colonial subjects, 
also felt themselves to be fighting 
against potential royal tyranny at home. 

Had they been able to win their dual

— to become, in 

fact, something ap- 

proaching the pres- 
ent-day  constitu- 
tional monarch who 
reigns but does not 
rule. Then, in turn, 
the legislative as- 
semblies of the 
American colonies

Charles R. Ritcheson CO-equal with the 
home Parliament 
under a common king, and the thirteen 
colonies would have constituted a self- 
governing dominion, after the fashion 
of Canada in the nineteenth century. 
Professor Ritcheson shows how this 
could not be, how most Britons support- 
ed the conservative view that govern- 
ment of the overseas territories must, 
like that of England itself, be by King 
and Parliament together. Not until the 
deterioration of the military position 
in America, and the pressure of French 
intervention, would the home govern- 
ment come around to something like 
the federal solution. And by that time 
it was too late—the Continental Con- 
gress had tasted independence and 
thought it smelled victory. The “first 
British Empire” was lost.

Mr. Ritcheson’s book is a scholarly 
one, and makes a considerable contribue 
tion towards clarifying the picture we 


get of this confused and confusing time. 


It is far from dull, and will be pounced

St. Louis U. Educator Cites 
Effects of Insistence on

Industrialists who proclaim 
they want men of well-rounded

The Rev. Jerome J. Marchetti, 
S.J., assistant dean of the Col- 
lege of Arts and Sciences, told 
the fifteenth Latin Teachers In- 
stitute that industry is the big- 
gest single factor in decline of 
the classics in American schools.

WASHINGTON, June 24 (AP)

to 10 hours on uninterrupted 
flight.

Peaches and Berries;

HERE probably is no time 
T of the year when it is more 
fun to go a-marketing than 
during these early summer 
weeks, when the fruit stands 
are filled with the bright ber- 
ries, melons and fruits which 
add so much to our warm- 
weather meals. 

There are honeydews which 
are nice and ripe; cantaloupes 
of excellent quality; adequate 
supplies of watermelons. 

Red and black raspberries are 
now coming in sufficient sup- 
plies to make them obtainable 
in most markets. Michigan 
strawberries are showing some 
improvement in quality. Those 
from California are superb, but 
in the luxury bracket. 

Clingstone peaches, of course, 
have been on the market for 
some weeks, and now we are 
getting some freestones: At 
fancy prices, we must admit. 

Plums are working downward 
in price, with the red-meated 
Santa Rosas the most popular 
variety at the moment. When 
fully. ripe, these are delicious. 
Grapes are coming in more 
plentifully, and prices are get- 
ting into an attractive range. 

Those delicious Bing cherries 
from the Northwest are arriv- 
ing in carload quantities, and 
our homegrown cherries are ap- 
proaching the peak of their 
season, 

Fresh apricots are to be found 
in many stores, and here and 
there one sees some nectarines. 
There. are dwindling supplies of 
rhubarb, although it is practi- 
cally gone. Some local apples 
of the Transparent variety, ex- 
cellent for applesauce, are now 
on the market. 

There are ample supplies of 
lemons to meet hot-weather de- 
mands. Shipments of oranges 
are a little on the light side, and 
western grapefruit is taking 
over as the Florida fruit winds 
up its season. 

With that wide range of va- 


riety, certainly fruit should pose | 


no menu problems at this time.

VER in the vegetable depart- 

ments we find fresh red 

beets priced very attractive- 
ly. Cabbage continues to be an 
excellent buy and celery, our old 
standby, hasn't deserted us 
pricewise. 

Iceberg lettuce offers the best 
value in salad greens; endive, 
escarole and romaine are a little 
difficult right now. 

You will notice an improve- 
ment in the quality of tomatoes. 
We can’t say as much for cu- 
cumbers; supplies are irregular 
and prices are working upwards. 
However, peppers remain an ex- 
cellent value. 

Carrots have firmed up a lit- 
tle, but not enough to put them 
out of reach. The price also is 
a little firm on string beans, but 
not really out of line. Broccoli, 
too, is higher with very limited 
supplies. 

On the other hand, you proba- 
bly will find the price is down 
on caulifiower. But watch it— 
in most instances the quality is 
down, too. The same condition 
prevails with corn. The better 

‘corn is higher in price; you can 
find some which is reasonable 
but you will get just what you 


pay for. 
y choose veal for the meat 

course of your Sunday din- 
ner. There is plenty of it areund, 
and the quality is tops. Gen- 
erally speakifig, it is lower in 
price than it has been for many 
months. 

With the exception of spare- 
ribs, prices on pork are coming 
down a bit. Because of the de- 
mand ribs remain high, but if 
you are counting pennies you 
can substitute pork loins for 
barbecueing. Fortunately, this 
drop in pork prices includes 
bacon — especially the fancy 
grades. 

In smoked meats you may 
find your best values in heavy 
hams. Canned hams also are 
worth the money; just remember 
that they must be refrigerated 
unless the label specifically 
states otherwise. And here is 
something you might like to

The freezing of hams is not 
generally recommended, unléss 
it is a case of necessity, in which 
case they can be frozen and 
held for a few weeks. However, 
unopened canned hams may be 
kept in the freezer for as Socal 
as six months. So you may 
want to put a canned ham in 
your freezer and be ready for 
emergencies which summer is 
sure to bring. . 

We needn't remind you that 
beef is still worth your money 
—and that this is the season 
for luncheon meats. 

In all probability you will 
find the price has gone up on 
poultry, particularly on broilers 
and fryers. This is due in part 
to the heavy demand for 
Father’s day which cleaned up 
supplies, and partly to the fact 
that it takes longer to grow a 
chicken to three pounds in hot 
weather such as we have been 
having in these parts. So check 
carefully; you may find it 
thriftier to buy a fowl and sub- 
stitute chicken salad or creamed 
chicken for fried chicken.

And what 


could possibly be more tempting on a sizzling day than a chilled 


melon with its delicate coloring, 


Used separately or In combi- 
nation with one another canta- 
loupes, watermelons and honey- 
dews are delightful additions to 
summer menus. 

However, like the little girl 
in the nursery rhyme, if melons 
are good “they are very, very 
good but if they are bad, ‘they 
are horrid.” So let’s have a re- 
fresher course on how to choose 
a good cantaloupe. 

Vine-ripened, mature canta- 
loupes have two definite “sign- 
posts” to guide you. First, look 
for a slightly sunken, smooth, 
well-calloused scar at the stem 
end. This “fingerprint” is your 
guarantee that. the cantaloupe 
was vine-ripened and picked at 
the peak of its flavor. Second, 
check the netting. It should be 
well developed and stand out in 
bold relief over the surface of 
the entire cantaloupe. : 

Above all, don’t be a “bruis- 
er.” A slight softening may in- 
dicate a mature melon—or it 
may indicate that other “brus- 
ers” ahead of you have softened 
an immature melon. For this 
reason it is safer to depend 
upon the quality of the netting 
and the characteristic finger- 
print at the stem end when 
choosing cantaloupes. 

After you have made a wise 
selection, it is important that 
cantaloupes be stored and 
chilled properly if you are to 
enjoy them at their best. Wash 
and allow to dry, then chill in 
the refrigerator for several 
hours but not to the point where 
any of the delicate flavor is lost. 

Wrap well in several layers 
of waxed paper, in aluminum 
foil or in paper sacks. (This 
keeps their fragrance in the 
melons where it longs and 
out of neighboring foods). Please 
don’t be guilty of chilling mel- 
ons by filling the cavities with 
ice; it is a sure way to dilute 
the flavor. 

Incidentally, it is well to re- 
member that cantaloupes are a 
wise choice nutritionally, since 
they are an excellent source of 
vitamin A. Half of a four and 
one-half inch melon contains 
only 30 calories, but it is liter- 
ally loaded with that important 
vitamin. 

It would be hard to find a 
more versatile fruit. Chilled 
cantaloupe halves served with 
wedges of fresh lemon or lime 
are-an ideal way to start break- 
fast on any summer day. For 
lunch or dinner they may ap- 
pear as appetizer, salad or des- 
sert. This is true in some de- 
gree of the other members of 
the melon family. For instance, 
honeydews are used in this 
summer appetizer. 

Rose and Green Appetizer.

Summer Wildflower 
Display Is Showy ~ 


By Leonard Hall 


HE great difference between the wildflow- 

ers of spring and summer is that the former 
= are, in the main, fragile and delicate blos- 
s0ms of short duration, while the latter are gen- 
: — erally big and 
showy and bloom 
over a much longer 
season. There is 
one thing, how- 
ever, in which they 
are alike, and this 
is in their constant 
succession and in- 
finite variety. 
Mother Nature is 
no “one-crop” 
farmer; moreover, 
as both Spinoza and 
Sam Johnson point- 
ed out, she abhors 
a vacuum. If you 
don’t believe this, 
look at your vege- 
table garden which, 10 days ago before it start- 
ed to rain, was clean as a whistle and didn’t 
have &@ weed in it. And now, after this short 
time when it has been too muddy for hoeing, 
Nature has stepped in to fill all the empty 
— with pigweed, crabgrass and a half-dozen 

her pests. 
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. YOU SEE this succession of summer growth 
at its very best, perhaps, as you drive along 
some country lane where the road emibankments 
have not been mowed and the farmer is apt 
to let his fencerows run wild. Here the wild 
rose blooms in pink profusion, greeting you 
with fresh blossoms each morning. Here the 
blue chicory vies with the azure of the summer 
sky; a plant which the farmer regards as a 
pest, yet one which has a certain usefulness. 
The root has served in hard times as a substi- 
tute for coffee and is still used, in parts of the 
South to flavor the morning beverage. The 
leaves, if the plant is kept cut back, make a 
delicate salad. And chicory is so deep-rooted 
that it must be counted as a soil builder, bring- 
ing up minerals from the sub-soil, though a 
good farmer will prefer not to let his land run 
down to the point where it needs such treat- 


ment. 
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. QUEEN ANNE’S LACE or wild carrot is an- 
éther summer plant which loves the open fields 
and fencerows, although jt too is considered ‘a 
Hest by the lazy farmer. Not only is it deep- 
rooted, but the seed will persist for years in the 
aoil. Yet our cultivated carrot is merely a 
variety of the wild Daucus carota, while the 
many rayed white flower with its single pur- 
ple flowerlet at the center is attractive both 
as it blooms in the field or as a cut flower. 
Moreover, the plant can be easily controlled by 
thowing, adequate fertilization of the soil or by 
€rop rotation. 
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* AMONG THE SHOWIEST of summer wild- 
flowers is butterflyweed, one of many mem- 
bers of the milkweed or Asclepias family. Gen- 
erally not as tall as the other milkweeds, Ascle- 
pias tuberosa likes best the sunny slope of an 
old meadow, where its clusters of bright orange 
flowers make a brave display among the yellow- 
centered field daisies. Beard-tongue or pensta- 
mop, an attractive member of the snapdragon 
family, is another wildflower of the summer 
fields and open woods; a tall plant with com- 
pound flower-head and tubular blossoms which 
are white to pale lavendar, faintly lined with 
purple. It will often take over the damp 
ground in an old meadow but, like most other 
wildflowers which compete with more valuable 
domesticated species, is readily controlled by 
mowing. It makes an attractive plant in the 
Wildflower garden and is easily transplanted. 

One other beautiful flower of the meadows 
which is much rarer than those mentioned is 
the prairie pink, sabatia campestris. This mem- 
ber of the gentian family will generally be found 
in a moist spot in the open fields where it will 
be recognized by its upright stem with opposite 
leaves and its cluster of star-like pink blos- 


soms.

PURPLE CONEFLOWER and black-eyed Su- 
gan. are two more conspicuous members of the 
aiimmer galaxy of wildflowers. Both like the 
foad embankments and may often be seen grow- 
ing in great masses along railroad right-of-way 
Gr on our Ozark glades. These are members 
of the daisy family which includes such others 
as prairie sunflower, coreopsis and daisy flea- 

e. Nor would the list of plants of the open 
fields be complete without the mullein with 
its wooly, grayish green rosette of leaves and 
four-foot spike of yellow flowers. In the old 
days when such things mattered, country swains 
would bend over the mullein stalk, certain that 
if it turned upright again and continued to 
grow, they would fare well in affairs of the 
heart. The trick was, of course, to make sure 
you didn’t break the stalk when you bent it 


over. .

IT HAS OFTEN SEEMED to me that we who 
till the soil could learn much by studying more 
closely the apparently careless and infinite vari- 
ety of Nature. In all of our cultivation of the 


land, we tend to eliminate all but the species 


Which seem to us economically important. We 
Plant our single crops on the same ground year 
after year and even in the cultivation of pas- 
tures, where a wide variety of plants is possible 
and practical, we grow at most one or two 
eroees and legumes. There is no doubt that 
t is this kind of farming which brings on most 
of our troubles with insect pests and plant dis- 
eases that are rapidly making agriculture a 
losing race between these ills and the poison 
insecticides, fungicides and new plant 
varieties with which we try to control them.

UGGEST soup for summer 
\ to the average male and he'll 

blow up higher than the ther- 
mometer in mid-sizzle. Explain 
to him when he comes down 
for the second time that what 
you have in mind is not some- 
thing scooped out of a can and 
brought to a boil by the Little 
Woman but the type of well- 
blended appetizer or main dish 
his favorite restaurant serves 
and he may cool down. Chances 
are he'll cool down pleasantly 
if served one of these. 

A good summer soup should 
be as refreshing as a Tom Col- 
lins with the same pick-up qual- 
ities. This import from Cali- 
fornia fills the bill: 

Blend together in a medium- 
sized mixing bowl a quart of 
tomato juice, half an onion 
chopped fine, juice of one lemon, 
twa tablespoons of finely 
chopped green pepper, a fourth 
of a teaspoon of tabasco sauce, 
a teaspoon of Worcestershire 
sauce, one peeled, finely 
chopped cucumber, and a pint 
of cold chicken broth with no 
fat in it. Mix well. Then add a 
diced avocado and two table- 
spoons of olive oil. Mix well 
again. Chill and serve with 
cheese crackers and rye bread, 
and feel air conditioned all over.

you don't have any around and 
you probably don’t. Cook slowly 
until potatoes are very tender 
(about a half hour), strain through 
a sieve. Add two cups of cream, 
salt and pepper to taste. Serve 
ice cold, and prepare to be sa- 
luted in the Continental manner. 

This cne isn’t for everybody, 
but if you have a cucumber ad- 
vocate in your home, it'll be as 
popular as any of the standard 
cold soups: 


Cucumber Mint Soup. Peel 
two cucumbers and one. onion, 
chop fine, and cook with a half 
cup of cold water until mushy. 
Add salt and white pepper. Take 
off the heat and add one table- 
spoon of potato flour, which is 
not the kind you use to toughen 
pie crust but something entirely 
different. Put back on heat and 
simmer gently three to four min- 
utes, Puree, add a half cup of 
thin cream, and serve chilled, 


with one tablespoon of chopped 
mint on top. 

Hot-weather soups don’t have 
to be the chilled variety. Here's 
an excellent one to serve hot. 
Start with two quarts of strained 
chicken soup stock. Add to it a 
cup of thin egg noodles, broken 
into half-inch pieces, boil broth 
until noodles are well done but 
not disintegrated. 

Meanwhile, put the yolks of 
six eggs into a bowl, add juice 
of three lemons, beat until well 
blended. Add a cup of stock, 
yery slowly, stirring until thor- 
oughly mixed. Pour this mix- 
ture into the hot soup, still stir- 
ring. Serve immediately.

OST of us think of soup as 
M a meat-vegetable combina- 

ation but in many Euro- 
pean countries, fruit soups are 
highly popular in summer. 
There’s a plum soup made in 
Denmark, and a Hungarian sour 
cherry soup made like this: 

Combine a pound of pitted 
sour cherries, a teaspoon of salt, 
two tablespoons of sugar, and a 
quart of water. Bring to a boil 
and cook 20 minutes. Strain the 
juice into another saucepan, put 
over a low fire, and thicken 
with a tablespoon of cornstarch 
blended with a little water. 
Next, put the cherries through 
a sieve, and stir the puree into 
the juice. Cook another five 
minutes. Take off heat, stir in 
a cup of sour cream, chill, and 
serve. 

Finally, for the harried house- 
wife who thinks she has to cook 
out of a can, and gave her sieve 
to the kids for their sand box, 
here’s something -that comes 
from cans but doesn’t show it. 
Combine a can of condensed 
cream of mushroom soup, one 
can of asparagus soup, one can 
of water, one can of milk. Add 
a half cup of heavy cream, a 
half cup of crabmeat, which can 
be the canned kind, too. Heat, 
but do not boil. Just before 
serving, add four tablespoons of 


sherry. 

You'll find any of these beat 
serving up boiled beef and 
broiled wife.

Privacy With Bamboo Blinds

AMBOO blinds are attractive 
Bana popular, but they do have 

one characteristic that’s 
wrong for some windows. They 
can be seen through too clearly 
when there’s bright light in the 
room. 

What can be done about this? 
Draperies on traverse rods can 
be used at the ‘windows, to be 
closed over the blinds. Or 
opaque curtains, cafe style, can 
be used. When it isn’t neces- 
sary to block out the top area 
of window—hang curtains at a 
height just above the head of a 
person standing in the room. 

If the blinds fill the window 
depth; attach a rod which pro- 
jects slightly outward to the 
frame, Because bamboo blinds

Dealing With Dark Woodwork. 

ACK in'the old days before 
Betectric lights and picture 

windows, people liked things 
dark. They liked dark furniture 
and they liked dark woodwork 
about the house and there is 
still' a lot of this stuff kicking 
around. Most of it is good and 
worth keening if you could only 
get it light and a little less de- 
pressing. 

The job of lightening up any 
wood that has been given a dark 
stain and coated with old var- 
nish begins with removing the 
varnish. This can be done with 
a liquid varnish remover or 
with sandpaper. The remover is 
quicker than the sandpaper and 
does not make as much dust but 
it.can get messy if you aren't 
careful. 

Once you have these old dark 
coats of varnish out of the way 
you may find that the wood it- 
self is not really too bad. If this 
is the case, give it a few coats 
of clear varnish and you are 
all set. If, however, the wood 
has been given one of those dark 
red stains, you'll have to do a 
little. more work to get it light. 

One thing you can do is more 
sanding. The stain may not be 
too deep in the wood and a lit- 
tle work with a portable sander 
all that is required. Another 
method is to use a commercial 
wood bleach which will lighten 
things up considerably and take 
less effort than the sandpaper. 

Once you’ve got the color you 
want, be darn careful about 
using a stain for a stain, no 
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matter how light it is, will al- 
ways darken the wood to some 
degree. Best to use the very 
lightest stain that matches and 
then use only a very thin coat 
and wipe it off almost imme- 
diately. After the stain you'll 
need a filler followed by a sand- 
ing and then finally a few thin 
ig of clear varnish or shel- 
ac.

Victims Describe Efforts to Lead Happier, More Normal Life—St. Louis Area Fund Drive On

é6 OST of the battle is won 
Mi you want to do some- 
thing bad enough.” 


The good-looking boy was 


speaking slowly, but he smiled . 


as the words stumbled from his 
lips in halting fashion. We were 
sitting together, Joe and Frank 
and I, in the Youth and Adult 
Center for cerebral palsy vic- 
tims, located in the Buder build- 
ing at Seventh and Market 
streets. 


This was Joe, 20 years old, tall 
and slender and curly-haired, 
with a pleasant and likable man- 
ner about him. Frank, his friend, 
is 14 years older. They work 
together at the center, running 
answering the _ tele- 
phone, helping out in any proj- 
ect which means a little hap- 
pier life for others who, like 
themselves, are victims of cere- 
bral palsy. Right now they're 
working on the current drive 
of the United Cerebral Palsy As- 
sociation of Greater St. Louis 
to collect $75,000 for care, ther- 
apy and education. 


Joe and Frank kid each other, 
laugh a lot, argue once in a 
while, but they’re bound to- 
gether by the’ common bond of 
a disability for which medicine 
is still seeking the key. They 
don’t mind at all talking about 
cerebral palsy. They told me 
how they had to learn to walk, 
at an age when other boys and 
girls were playing ball or jump- 
ing rope. They told me about 
their hopes and ambitions, their 
frustrations and their hurt. 


The hurt can be pretty bad. 
Sometimes people don’t under- 
stand the shuffling gait, the 
halting speech, the difficulty in 
sending a message from the 
brain to the muscles of an arm 
or leg, to the throat or tongue. 


“I know I’m different,” said 
Frank, “‘but I can’t let that wor- 
ry me. When you have this 
trouble, you just can’t let your- 
self get discouraged.” 


Frank learned to walk by tak- 
ing shaky steps around a bil- 
liard table in his home, throw- 
ing a ball to the other side, then 
painfully and slowly making his 
way around to pick up the ball 
and throw it again. Then more 
steps again in an endless chain. 


Joe learned to walk by fol- 
lowing a little red train that a 
nurse pulled just out of his 
reach. Like a dog chasing a 
rabbit, he grinned. He wanted 
that train more than anything, 
so he forced himself to go after 
it.

East's spades were easily ruffed 
away and the contract became a 
laydown., acaesiieel 

West’s spade shift was al- 
most incredibly bad. True, East 
had doubled five spades — but 
such a double does not guaran- 
tee the ace. East had a perfectly 
sound double of five spades, and 
he would have been silly to take 
any other action after he pushed 
the opponents to that level. 

It is also true that the spade 
shift, if it found the ace with 
East, would have defeated the 
contract more tricks than any 
other defense, but for all of 
that West should have shifted 
to diamonds. If East had the 
spade ace and South had one 
spade, there was no need to 
lead the suit; but if East had 
the diamond ace, failure to lead 
that suit would let South ‘dis- 
card dummy’s diamond if (as 
was quite possible) he held the 
heart king. East was marked 
with one of the missing aces, 
and so the crux was to lead the 
suit that might otherwise get 
away.

At the same time, they 
are making friends here, ab- 
sorbing the atmosphere of our 
country, and coming to under- 
stand it so that they will be 
able to explain us to the peo- 
ple of their countries,

IN THE AUTUMN of 1953, 
nearly 34,000 students from 
abroad were enrolled in 
American colleges and uni- 
versities. Over 54 per cent of 
all foreign students in the 
United States are undergradu- 
ates, 29 per cent are graduate 
students and 5 per cent are 
classified as special students. 

Over 60 per cent of the 
undergraduate foreign  stu- 
dents are either Canadian or 
Latin American. The Indian 
students are, for the most 
part, older; about 60 per cent 
of them are on the graduate 
level. There are also more 
graduate than undergraduate 
students from the United 
Kingdom. France and the 
Philippines send about an 
equal number of graduates 
and undergraduates to study 
here.

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71 per cent of the engineer- 
ing students are on the under- 
graduate level. In the social 
sciences, there are many more 
graduate students than there 
are undergraduates, but the 
physical and natural sciences 
are the ones where the great- 
est number of graduate stu- 
dents are to be found. 


In the other major fields— 
medicine, agriculture, educa- 


tion and business administra- 


tion—the over-all ratio is 
about 64 per cent undergrad- 
uates to about 29 per cent 
graduates. 
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FAR MORE MEN than wo- 
men come to us from Asia, 
Latin America, Canada and 
Africa. The highest ratio of 
women seems to come from 
the Philippines and from Eu- 
rope. 

In many cases, scholarships 
to this country have been lim- 
ited to two years, the feeling 
being that, if young people 
stay longer, they may become 
alienated from their own 
countries and want to settle 
down here. It ig probable that 
4000 or 5000 foreign students 
spend only one year here, 
more of them stay for two 
years, but only a few stay for 
three or four years. 


In this census, a foreign 
student is defined as a citi- 
zen of a country other than 
the United States who is 
studying or training in an 
institution of higher learning 
in the United States and who 
plans to return to his own 
country when his studies are 
through. This contributes to 
better international under- 
standing and will be a great 
bulwark to the whole idea of 
the United Nations and the 
work of its specialized agen- 
cies.

‘Hungry: Work— 
Reading Old Cook Book

NEW YORK. 

RITING a cook book, 

which is what I'm doing 

these days, proves to be 
hungry work. All day and 
until late at night I research 
by reading recipes for puff 
pastry, casseroles and sauces 
in the tomes that authors be- 
fore me have put together— 
read and wonder why I should 
try to add another volume to 
the list that has grown to 
thousands since Amelia Sim- 
mons put out the first all- 
American cook book 166 years 
ago. 

Amelia wrote her “receipts” 
with a quill pen and noted 
that she had to look up many 
words in her speller. In a 
short introduction she _ ex- 
plained that she was an or- 
phan who wanted to help oth- 
er orphan girls learn cooking 
so they could earn their liv- 
ing. . 

If you used flour for any 
of the Simmons recipes you 
had to dry it out in the oven 
first and you also dried the 
coarse, damp sugar and then 
rolled it fine. The cook of 
Amelia’s time had to pound 
and sift her spices and the 
author urged whipping eggs 
into a “raging foam.” 
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ONE OF THE Simmons 
dishes had a mystery name— 
“sea pie.” Here’s how Amelia 
made sea pie: work four 
pounds of flour, e and a 
half pounds of butter into a 
paste with some water and use 
it to liné a pot and fill with 
split pigeons, turkeys, mutton, 
sliced pork, salt and pepper 
to taste. Then add three pints 
of water and stew for several 
hours. Perhaps the pie got its 
name because it was taken to 
sea for eating? 

One of Amelia’s six methods 
for making rice pudding calls 
for 14 eggs. She advises the 
housekeeper to choose cow 
rather than ox meat because, 
says she, cows don’t have to 
work so hard and their flesh 
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_cream, orange butter.

hurt when he walked. It 

was painful in the center of 
the ball of his foot. Being a 
salesman, he couldn’t get much 
relief by. sitting down. 

When Dave examined his bare 
foot, the painful spot appeared 
to be a callus. Unlike most cal- 
luses he’d seen, this one had a 
very hard stick-like center sen- 
sistive to pressure. He found 
that digging the hard center out 
relieved the pain for a day or 
two. Then it would come back. 

Fortunately for Dave, he had 
a brother in medical school. The 
brother advised Dave to stop 
digging around in the callus be- 
cause he might get a serious 
foot. infection. In fact, the 
brother told Dave what the trou- 
ble was and advised him to see 
a doctor. 

Dave had a wart, a plantar 
wart. That’s an ordinary wart 
that appears much different be- 
cause it is on the sole of the 
foot and subjected to a lot of 
pressure, 
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PLANTAR WARTS are fairly 
common. They’re caused, like 
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other warts, by a virus. Though 
a wart on your foot sole re- 
sembles a callus, it is distin- 
guishable by pain and having a 
pinhead-sized dark spot in the 
center. Later, this dark spot 
may appear white. 

The virus causing a plantar 
wart can be picked up while 
strolling barefooted along sandy 
beaches. Bare feet in locker and 
bath rooms is another ‘way you 
get such an affliction. It begins | 
just beneath the skin of the sole | 
and works deeper into the sole. 

It’s painful out of all relation 
to its size and importance. It 
is constantly irritated by the 
pressure of the body on the 
feet. The wart often occurs just 
over the head of one of the foot 
bones, so it is squeezed between 
the bone and the pressures 
against the sole while walking. 

Like other warts, the simplest 
treatment may get rid of it. Or, 
it may return again and again 


after usually effective treatment. | 
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BECAUSE IT OCCURS on the 
bottom of the foot, where the 
scars of surgery themselves can 
cause discomfort, conservative 
non-surgical treatments should 
be tried first. However, none 
are home remedies. 


The conservative non-cutting 
treatments include freezing, de- 
structive acids carefully applied 
to the center of the wart, local 
injections, touching the center 
with an electric needle, and 


|| X-ray. 


X-ray administered by a com- 
petent radiologist is the best 
initial treatment, according to 
many physicians. I had one 
treated that way several years 
ago and it’s still cured. The ra- 
diologist shields your foot with 
metal having a small hole in 
it placed over the center of the 
wart. Then a certain dosage of 
X-ray is used. This is usually 
divided into two or three treat- 
ments several days apart. This 
treatment is painless. 

If the wart disappears, fine. 
If it comes back again after a 
full dose of X-ray, you can’t 
have it treated that way again. 
Your body tissue “remembers” 
any X-ray it has ever had and |, 
can stand only so much before |* 
it burns, ulcerates, and is de- 
stroyed. 

Over-treatment of plantar 
warts can cause as much—or 
more— trouble as the wart did. 
The normal sole must be pro- 
tected as much as possible in 
any treatment, whether it be 
X-ray, freezing, or surgery.
